“THE LAW OF Fi ‘MORTGAGED 

_, « PROPERTY... 

POSITIONS EXPLAINED. 

The law on tenancios, in regard 
to mortgaged property, was dealt 
with at considerable length -by Mr. 
Justice Jacks (Puisne Judge), in 
the course of a judgment delivered 

yeatorday. 

His Lordship found. in favour of 
Mr. J. H. Witchell, manager of 
King Edward Hotel, who was sued, |" 
by the Banque de I'Indo Chi 
$1,000 mesne “profits in respect” of 
his: occupation of, Budree-villa, 
North Point. 

The owner mortgaged his ‘pro- 
perty to the bank jin April 1924. 
In March 1927, he let the house to 
Mr. Witchell, who was: to carry out 
certain repairs and recoup himself 
out of the rent of $126 per month. 

The owner defaulted last yenr. 
and the bank (as mortgagees) be- 
came ‘entitled to enforce their 
remedies, - 
What the Law Says... 

His Lordship held that an ‘netion 
for mesne profits: [s an action.;for 
damages for trespass, but he did 
not think Mr. “Witchell-had . com- 
mitted trespass against the bank. 

“When a legal mortgage is .exe- 
cuted ‘the mortghgee ‘becomes the 
legal owner of the mortgaged pro- 
perty and in the absence df ex- 
press stipulation to . the. contrary 
is entitled to immediate possession 
or receipt of the rents and profits, 
but until the mortgagée demands 
poasesston or-enters into the re. 
ceipt.‘of the renta and profits . of. 
the mortgaged. property, it is of 
the nature of the transaction that 
the mortgagor should remain in 
were e and such possession is 


i ( has also long’ been ‘settled 
that a mortgagor is not bound to 
account for the rents ‘and profits 
while in possession even .aithough 
the security proves insufficient.” 

Until Interference. . 

“Where'a man in actual posses- 
sesion of land ‘mortgages it and 
afterwards demisea it to a‘ tenant 
at a'rent, the demise ia absolutely 
vold as against the mortgagee, but 
nevertheless it is good ds between 
the mortgagor and his tenant until 


the mortgagee intetferes' and the’ 


mortgagor is entitled’ ‘to receive 
the rent for his own absolute use 
and distrain for {t in his own name 
if not patd when. due.” 

On the evidence given, His‘ Lord- 
ship did not consider ‘that .the 
mortgagees did Interfere effective- 
ly, that they did not treat the ten: 
ant as a trespasser . neither . did 
they. make him. thelr tenant; that 
they allowed the tenancy to expire 
so that the tenant remained (the 
tenant of the mortgagor until the 
expiration of the tenancy; that if 
there had been any failure ‘on the 
part of the defendant to ‘fulfil any 
of his obligations under the’ ten: 
ancy agreement it ia for the mort- 
gagor to take action. :

The only parallel 
sase of a vault being used for that 
‘purpose was that of the tomb of 
Tutankhamen in Egypt: The pre- 
tence that: they were Christian 
rites . was something on which 
plaintiff had not dared to ‘call evid- 
ence. ; 

It Was never within the contem- 
plation of defendants that “the 
place ahould be filled up with all 
‘this stuff.” There was not a word 
of evidence that that sort of thing 
was permitted in any cemetery in 
England, und here was no evidence 
that “these things -are customary 
In any English sect.” : 

Counsel admitted, that defend- 
‘ants were under an oblikation . to 
refrain from encroaching * upela 
Plaintiff's right in the. property as 
a piece of masonry. They, -how- 
ever, had an . obligation ‘tq the 
public, and particularly that part 
of the public whose friends or re- 
latives lay buried in the consecrat- 
ed part of the cemetery. The 
ceremonies by plaintiff offended 
against decency, and defendants, 
in the interest. of public pro- 
priety and a public sense of fit- 
ness, Were bound to present them.

Peaple might think it was a place 
where they could get in at night 
and posssibly put these things to 
their own use.

Nothing Unseemly. 

In conclusion, Mr. Vaiscy said 
defendants had not the’ slightest 
wish to prevent plaintiff visiting 
her mother’s grave, or placing 
flowers thereon, but they wanted to 
prevent in consecrated ground the 
performance of grossly materialls- 
tic ceremonies which were alien to 
the practices of the Church of 
England and were bound to offend| 
other persons. or 

Mr, Hurst, for plaintiff, said 
that it had been claimed by defen- 
dants that the ownership of a 
vault was vested in them. In. the 
whole of, the correspondence there 
wag no admission that plaintiff 
wag entitled to enter the vault for 
repairs, There was undisputed 
evidence that for four years plain:, 
tiff had been allowed to go to the 
cemetery with articles conveyed 
in. a bag. The cemetery offi- 
eials saw nothing indecorous or 
unseemly, Now, plaintiff was to 
be prevented from having. access 
to the tomb for all purposes other 
than the right of burial. Counsel

CELEBRATIONS > IN--HONO 
OF AVIATION’S MILESTONES: 
s . ne Y 


‘{By Harry Harper] 


From: nearly.every ‘country -re- 
ports'are beginning to come in of 
plans that’ are’ shaping for the 
celebration of one of the greatest 
of all milestones in flying history. 
It will be at the end of -this 
memorable air year. of 1928—on 
December 17, to be precise—that 
awe shall reach the 26th anniver- 
sary of the firat brief controlled 
flight ‘in ‘a power-driven, heavier- 
than-air-flying-machine.. In the 
United States, I learn, they have 
just decided, at the suggestion of 
President Coolidge, to organise 
an aeronautical convention repre- 
sentative of aviation throughout 
the world in order that this land- 
mark of a quarter of.a-certury of 
flying: shall be worthily recognis- 
‘ed. In the*case of the United 
States, of course, there exists ‘a: 
very special and intimate reason 
‘for rejoicing, remembering that 
it was dn American pioneer, 
Orville Wright, ‘who:1’made the 
firat flight at Kitty Hawk, North 
Carolina, on the morning of .De- 


cember 17, 1903, It lasted only | 


12 seconds, but in its significance, 
in its potentialities, that first real. 
conquest of the air; which was 
watched by only a little group of 


local folk, represented one of the} 


greatest events . in the world’s 
history. - - vas 
On that, same. bleak morning, 
immediately after Orville -had 
landed, ‘his brother Wilbur went 
up in their little 12 h.p, biplane 
and stayed aloft for' 58 seconds. 
Wilbur, alas, is dead, but Orville 
is still with us, busying himself 
at the moment with various 
forms of acrodynamical research.’ 


And what should: interest us! 


specially in this forthcoming an- 
niversary is the fatt ‘that 'the 
identical machine used in their 
first flights by these . two quiet, 
unassuming. brothers now. oc- 
cupies a place of honour in the 
aeronautical . section ‘of our 
Science Musuem at South’ Ken- 
sington, London. Orville Wright, 
who has always had pleasant as- 
sociations with Great Britain, 
has lent us. this history-making 
aircraft for a period of five 
years, .and the fact ‘that it is 
temporarily in our’ possession 
should make us all the more de- 
termined that our participation in 
the coming celebrations shall be 
on a scale to do justice.to such o 
memorahleo AIO) 
Pioncer Prophets. : 

When, far back now in the early 
days; the Wright’ brothers came 
to England’ to arrange’«.for the’ 
commercial production of their 
biplane in a factory in the Isle of 
Sheppey, I had an opportunity of, 
discussing the future'of flight 
with both of them;-and, looking 
back on that conversation one is 
struck by the shrewdness and ac- 
curacy of their comments, It was 
not easy to make either of them 
talk, They were men df action 
rather than words, :and Wilbur 
was the mor‘ reticent of the two. 
It was.he who remarked, dryly :— 
“The only birds ‘that talk are’ 
parrots and they are not birds of 
high flight.”. But once I succeed- 
ed-in lifting the discussion from 
personal issue, and induced them 
to envisage the general trend of 


‘aeronautical progress, they spoke 


readily and to the point. ‘But. 
even they, masters of the situa- 
tion as they’ were in those days 
of the infancy of flying, hardly 
foresaw how rapid aerial progress 
would become a8 s00n as aero- 
engines had, been made reliable, 
and aircraft had been. given suf- 
ficient stability to enable them:to 
be piloted . safely in high. and 
gusty. winds. In the following

When Wilbur died, it was illness 
and not a flying accident that 
brought about his death. Other 
pioneers were also able to demon- 
strate that it was poasible to fly a 
great deal’ in ‘crude, early-type 
craft,and to make all sorts of bad 
landings, and yet live to tell the 
tale. M. Louis Bleriot, that gal- 
tant. Frenchman who was first to 
‘fly. the Channel, and wnom I inter- 
viewed directly after he had done 
30, crashed 
perimental planes, and . always 
emerged from the wreckage prac- 
tically unhurt. The last time’:I 
saw him, not long ago, he was still 
flying.in his own.machine, after 
more than 20 years of serial tra- 
vel. Henry Farman, too,.sur- 
vived one of the most arduous of 
ail apprenticeships to the. air. 
So did that. indomitable little 
Brazilian sportsman, Santos 
Dumont. foe ‘ ——s 
Other Pioncers. 

Other names ‘one could men- 
tion.in this connection, such as 
those of Paulhan and Grahame- 
White.

SHOULD GIVE /E_ PEDESTRIAN 
* 50-50 BREAK.” 
[By Walter P. Chrysler, President 
of the Chrysler Corporation.] 


Seventy per cent. of all traffic. 
fatalities’ result from ~ collisions 
between motor vehicles and-pedes- 
trians.” It follows that any help-. 
plan to segregate motor:
